Mr. President and Members the Medical Library Association: 

The Council and Trustees the New York Academy Medicine 
have asked extend you their behalf very cordial 
our building and express you their hope that your meeting 
will successful and that their desire everything 
far possible make your stay New York interesting 
and profitable one. 

The New York Academy Medicine was founded primarily for 
the purpose affording opportunity for free discussion medi- 
questions before limited group the profession New York 
City and provide meeting room where physicians could keep 
contact with the best medical literature and current reports results 
obtained the various fields medical study. 

The beginnings the library were made the early fifties and 
the library has now grown large storehouse medical literature 
consisting 150,000 volumes and nearly many pamphlets. Some 
forty years ago the library was housed old private house 
West Street but with the continued growth the library was 
found impossible enlarge the building store the books. 
The new building constructed 43rd Street was believed suf- 
ficiently large house the books and make steady expansion for 
indefinite period time. Within twenty years, however, was found 
necessary construct new building and almost wholly account 
the needs the library. 

The original plan for the new building provided for stack cen- 
trally located the building which was fixed unit. Fortunately 
the plan was modified that the present building constructed 
three parts—the stack constructed that possible almost 
double its size upwards and make half large again the east 
which would house ultimately about 600,000 books.

addition the maintenance the Library, the Academy 
divided into twelve groups physicians which are called Sections and 
cover nearly all the specialties and hold scientific meetings once 
month during the eight winter months the year. 

addition these meetings, many private societies which are 
not connected with the Academy hold their regular monthly meetings 
the building. This means that there are carried the building 
regularly from three four medical meetings nearly every night 
throughout the winter. 

The Academy itself, situated the City New York, the 
entrance port for most foreigners and point departure for many 
physicians going Europe, maintains Bureau Clinical Informa- 
tion, the facilities which are available for all visiting physicians 
and information given visiting physicians make their 
brief stay New York useful and practical possible furnish- 
ing them with lists medical and surgical clinics. 

Further, the Committee Medical Education fosters post grad- 
uate medical instruction every way possible and constantly ad- 
vising physicians both home and abroad the various courses that 
are available not only New York but other parts the United 
States and Europe. 

The Public Health Relations Committee the Academy has been 
actively engaged making studies and surveys health 
pital activities this city over period sixteen years. has been 
very successful bringing about number changes hospitals, 
improving standards treatment, record keeping, and constant 
with the Health Department and other medical functions 
the City. this field, the Academy has not carried any prop- 
aganda publicity, but quiet way has been able study, sup- 
port criticize budgets Health Department and hospitals and 
make constructive suggestions for improvement various fields 
public health, hospitals, nursing, ete.

thought good plan continue the Harvey Exhibition

Also, should like em- 
phasize the educational value historical bibliographical exhibi- 
tions, those showing the growth knowledge certain diseases 
their various aspects, their etiology, distribution, diagnosis treat- 
ment, exhibitions illustrating the development measures instit- 
uted for the health the public. Not one our libraries should feel 
itself unable arrange such exhibitions. You may think that your 
show cases not receive due appreciation; but take courage the 
thought that even all your best efforts have been the means turn- 
ing but one student one young doctor towards books and towards 
the history his subject you have had your reward. good plan, 
seems me, would for all hold exhibitions illustrating the 
lives our local medical heroes showing their portraits and medical 
note-books, their old class tickets and diplomas, and the books, medi- 
eal non-medical, which they wrote which they owned. For in- 
stance, there the museum Hamilton, Ontario, the old pine door 
from the house Dr. Case with three hollows different levels 
worn the knuckles several generations. What could reveal bet- 
ter than this door the position the trusted doctor held his com- 
munity? another example local exhibitions could not im- 
prove upon what has been done the Library the Medical Chirur- 
gical Faculty Maryland. 

one who has given his vocation take his avocation 
his profession, one who was, speak, outside libraries looking 
but now inside looking out, one aspect our work seems call 
for emphasis. That is, how are bring more undergraduates and 
doctors into our libraries and make them more serious students? 
Some you may reply that they come large numbers already and 
glad that has been your experience but inclined think 
that our duty try and induce more take advantage the 
books and medical magazines which are provided for them. 

The medical man should use books his tools but obviously 
should not slave them. has been quoted again and again 
but cannot think the matter could better put nutshell than 
saying William Osler, who, the way, was such source 
strength our Association. Turn again his address, and 
Men’’ (Boston J., 1901, CXLIV, 60-61,) Aequanimitas 
and Other Addresses. must repeat the passage now: ‘‘To study the 
phenomena disease without books sail uncharted sea, 
while study books without patients never sea all’’. 
Have this ever your mind and your lips carrying out your 
campaign. 

There idea current amongst considerable number doc- 
tors that one who reads great deal cannot practical man! 
probable they have mind one particular man who never went 
sea all’’ whose make-up there was something which prevented 
him from ever being successful the practice medicine. Our 
greatest medical men have known the value books and libraries 
when the volumes their own shelves were not sufficient for their 


needs. reading about William Harvey and perusing his notes 
for his anatomical lectures and his other writings have been struck 
with the large number authors, ancient and contemporary, quoted 
him whose ideas had made part and parcel his own. 
true that was first and foremost great discoverer physiology 
but was also field biologist and practising physician and obstet- 
rician. have the word one his contemporaries, Dr. Percival 
Willoughby, telling how much owed Harvey’s ‘‘directions 
and methods’’ and truly has been rightly called the ‘‘father 
when the volumes their own shelves were not sufficient for their 
modern midwifery’’. Surely, then, Harvey was practical man. 
Our Honorary President, Dr. Shepherd, eminently prac- 
tical anatomist, surgeon, and dermatologist but also great lover 
books and paintings. 

For some more than for others there the danger taking the 
written word for the whole, when only part, neglecting what 
ean learnt from observation and experience everyday practice. 
Some years ago reading The New Republic made note pas- 
sage which the point: ‘‘. books are only the telescopes through 
which see distant facts: and more become bookish such 
use than you become optical when you look through your telescope’’. 
All medical men need all the aid they can find fit together the 
pieces ‘‘the great jig-saw puzzle knowledge’’ (Sir Francis Dar- 
win Rustic Sounds and Other Studies). Doubtless all you can 
point leading doctors your community who are recognized for 
their ability and keenness the bed-side and the same time are 
your most consistent readers medical works and the periodical 
literature. 

How, then, are obtain more readers? And, the first 
place, let not forget that the task have set ourselves not 
light one. probably true that the real student born not made, 
that is, what rather nature than nurture. Can 
any way assist rebirth? The genuine student has, 
marked degree, the virtue curiosity. You may remember that 
the amateurs science Italy, England, and elsewhere the seven- 
teenth century were called the ‘‘curiosi’’ well the 
The former especially good term and would that could 
aptly applied all medical students. 

Should the student come from home where recourse books 
for information everyday occurrence where love good 
literature has been fostered and encouraged from his earliest days 
the teacher has only direct and guide his pupil along new paths for 
the method known already. not meet the student the 
beginning his medical course and the teacher the logical person 
send him the library where once our hands can help him 
many ways. many medical schools, however,—I glad 
hear their number decreasing—the teaching staff not take their 
medical library seriously enough simply because they not know

its worth, they take matter course for they not fre- 
quent often enough themselves. knew medical student who 
throughout his undergraduate years was asked only once twice 
his teachers verify point the library. What golden oppor- 
tunities were thus lost. impossible reform such hardened sin- 
ners these teachers. 

How, then, are set about our task? some medical 
schools, notably McGill, the librarian shows groups students, 
think their more senior years, how look things the library, 
tells them what the catalogue is, and instructs them how use the 
Catalogue the Surgeon General’s Library and the Index Medicus. 
This good plan but individual instruction far better the 
teacher has sent him with definite question preferably the 
student comes the library with inquiry his own. 

cannot catch the student himself are very unlikely 
catch many, let lay hold the young instructors medicine, sur- 
gery, and the various other branches medicine, men who are the 
bread-and-butter stage practice who are themselves the throes 
preparing paper for medical society. Try induce these 
men—and almost all them will see the wisdom your suggestion— 
send their students your library. convinced can 
much this way. Tell these young teachers that you will welcome 
their pupils and show them the facilities your library you will 
able provide. might good plan gently remind the teach- 
not forget send your pupils the library with definite questions; 
are willing and able help them. They cannot come too early 
their 

The teacher who directs his students the library does wonders 
for them. William Osler was perhaps the chief exponent this meth- 
and these excursions amongst books were incalculable value 
the young man who later had prepare paper himself. With 
many his students Baltimore and Oxford almost daily habit, 
lasting throughout the years, was thus Read Sir William 
Osler’s paper ‘‘The Medieal Clinic: Retrospect and Forecast’’ 
the British Medical Journal, 1914, 10-16, and commend your 
young instructors the questions asked the students ‘‘Table 
the article. know, too, from personal experience teaching, 
how interested the students were when attempted follow this one 
the Osler methods. can remember asking students look and 
report the next meeting the small group ‘‘lanugo’’, 
and his pupil’’, ‘‘Luska’’, ‘‘Harrison and his 
groove’’, the significance telangiectases’’, ‘‘the discovery 
‘‘Laennec’’, ‘‘pulsation veins’’, 
‘‘Babinski’’, and many other things. May say with 
pride ourselves librarians that each student returned with 
excellent answer for had been properly guided the library? 

shall not tell you how instruct the student when comes 


into your hands for you probably know more about the Catalogue 
the Surgeon General’s the Index Medicus, and general text- 
books than May however, give two three parting words ad- 
vice? not encourage the student his idea, which preva- 
lent, that only the latest editions the latest books are use. There 
are important things, for instance, found Klebs’ Pathology 
which are not found elsewhere. And tell him that ‘‘not know 
what happened before thou wast born forever remain 
or, Hippocrates put it, ‘‘the physician must know what his pre- 
decessors have known, does not wish deceive both himself and 


others’’. 
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INDEXING AND ABSTRACTING NEWS ITEMS 
MEDICAL

Physicians Public Health. The practice medicine has re- 
cently undergone extensive developments along the lines called 
health, preventive medicine, and civic medicine. These lines prac- 
tice have been developed largely endowed organizations employing 
hired agents and executives, and using high powered salesmanship and 
propaganda. Their practice has frequently been like that church 
revivalists who preach moral health for month two, and then 
leave the reformed sinners the hands the local churches, burden 
the pastors and deacons. The responsibility medical care the 
slightly sick, well those seriously ill, falls ultimately the 
family doctor. Physicians are beginning assert themselves pre- 
ventive medicine, and cultivate the field that now largely pre- 
occupied non-medical groups. 

There extensive literature the practice public health 
departments health and civie organizations, probably because 
the practice spectacular and publicity regarding actively sought. 
fact many phases its practice are designed for their publicity 
effect. 

Little publicity given the practice health physi- 
cians, probably because such practice expected, and because physi- 
cians avoid publicity. However, family physicians and their organi- 
zations are assuming the leadership all forms public health prac- 
tice, and the literature their public health activities constantly 
increasing amount and importance. The object this paper 
point out the way which medical journals and libraries may pro- 
mote the record the public health work done the medical pro- 
fession. 

Public Health Practice Organizations 
cians are now becoming aware the civic duties which devolve upon 
them, and are making sincere efforts meet their public obligations. 
The practice public health consists largely guarding against 
dangers which will strike only few people,—no one knows whom, 
which doctors will called attend the victims. Its practice 
therefore carried largely organizations. The patients are the 
general public, and the physicians are the medical associations. Indi- 
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vidual doctors are engaged the broad field public health prac- 
tice means their county medical societies, and the union 
these societies district, state, and national associations. The prac- 
tice public health and civic medieine has become one the major 
functions all these societies, and deserving more attention 
medical libraries and journals. 

Doctors recognize the fact that the medical profession only one 
group trinity essential organizations public health 
workers, the other two groups being, (1) official departments health, 
and (2) voluntary lay organizations. Physicians realize their in- 
ability practice public health without the authority, finances, and 
police power department health. They are keenly aware 
the disasters which befall health officers who not receive the sup- 
port their boards health, both officially and financially. Doctors 
have always been ready supply the medical part the public 
health work; but they were unable work effectively until they de- 
vised the method practicing public health means their medical 
societies. That method now established and standardized ef- 
that public health matters are discussed practically every 
meeting the medical societies the counties, districts, states, and 
the nation. Nearly all the societies have active committees public 
health and public relations which represent the individual physicians 
the practice public health and medicine. 

Field State Medical Journals: Only small amount pub- 
licity has been given the practice public health and medi- 
cine physicians. Medical journals twenty years ago contained 
suggestion that doctors should take interest public 
health, but the record its actual practice has rapidly increased dur- 
ing the last five years, until now every issue every state journal 
medicine contains items the practice public health physi- 
cians varying amount from few paragraphs whole pages. The 
special field state medical journals record the activities 
county and state societies civic matters. The problem how 
make the information available physicians and other public health 
workers. 

The records the public health work physicians and their 
medical societies are not found public health journals, the re- 
ports the departments health, the periodicals lay health 
organizations. Any one reading these publications would get the im- 
pression that departments health and voluntary organizations 
the major part the practice public health the exclusion 
physicians from the field. 

The fact that medical societies are entering the field public 
health extent, and their members are now assuming 
the leadership all lines the practice civic medicine. The 
accomplishments medical societies that have developed standards 
and models health practice will unknown and unavailable 
other societies unless physicians make their own records their 


activities and print them available form. The journals state 
medical societies are the natural sources which one would look for 
descriptions the activities medical societies; and their news de- 
partment has value equal that the department surgery and 
internal medicine,—as doctors and medical librarians are gradually 
discovering. 

The current record the public health activities physicians 
history the making. The importance any single plan 
activity may seem small present; but worthy, may 
adopted the standard and model for similar work the future. 
Those who have read the reports the officers the Medical Society 
the State New York during the past twenty years have been 
struck with five-year cycle the recurrence the same suggestions 
and plans. Five years sufficient time change the active per- 
sonnel the leaders the society; and the new officers have had 
habit re-discovering forgotten ideals which died a-borning the 
minds their predecessors. available record the activities and 
demonstrations the officers and the committeemen the State Med- 
ical Society would enable the new officers start where their pre- 
decessors left off, instead repeating their work and stopping with 
their meager accomplishments. 

Abstracts Articles Public Health Activities 
There has not been great call for literature the practice public 
health physicians and medical societies,—possibly because has 
not been available. has been and poorly indexed. indi- 
the lack interest readers medical journals the 
activities medical societies afforded the absence abstracts 
public health topics and health movements the larger medical 
journals, such the Journal the American Medical Association. 
fact journals and medical libraries abstract and index only those 
items which appear the scientific department the journals. The 
New York State Journal Medicine has frequently printed descrip- 
tive news items its scientific department the expectation that 
will noticed readers and will possibly abstracted and indexed 
other editors and librarians. example that description 
the activities the four county medical societies Long Island 
given the meeting the Second District Branch November 
1927, was printed the New York State Journal Medicine De- 
cember first under the title ‘‘Organized Medicine Long 
The papers were descriptions the performances duties 
the four county societies Long Island. The descriptions were 
worthy inclusion among the scientific articles, but many other sim- 
ilar descriptions have been printed the News department. 

Subjects Recorded:—Medical movements nation-wide im- 
portance have been evolved the physicians New York State 
during the past year two. example was the controversy 
Cattaraugus County between the medical profession and the promo- 
ters the Milbank Demonstration, involving the broad question 


leadership public should assumed the 
medical profession, conducted voluntary lay health organ- 
izations which practically ignored the physicians. The question was 
argued several conferences the representatives the Medical 
Society the State New York and the lay organizations. The 
representatives finally agreed eight general principles which were 
approved the House Delegates the State Medical Society, and 
later the House Delegates Medical Society New Jersey. 
These principles were copied few state medical journals, but 
their value was not recognized widely their importance 
demanded.

INTERRELATION MEDICAL AND LAW

first blush, would seem that the law library and the medical 
library would have few points contact, but all know from our 
personal experience that the two professions, which respectively 
serve, have more less frequently, obtain informa- 
tion lying partly wholly the neighboring field. 

Particularly this age machines, stationary and mobile, with 
its alarming frequency accidents, unavoidable and otherwise; the 
two professions are obliged call upon one another. Almost every 
personal injury case requires the services physician recog- 
nized standing expert witness. And the lawyer who trying 
such case, must least have enough information anatomy 
properly present the facts the interest his client. 

Now what extent should the medical library and the law li- 
brary attempt have upon their respective shelves all the books 
which may required for consultation such and similar cases? 

obvious, for example, that the law library, with its serious 
problems finding room upon its shelves for books strictly 
legal character must depend upon interchange courtesies with 
the medical library for works anatomy, the medical aspects 
mental diseases well the diseases the body, the effects poi- 
sons well other subjects which will readily occur you. 

Now the books law library can for the most part readily 
differentiated into very few broad classes. First all, come the 
reports the decisions the courts. These are first importance, 
under our system law, the endeavor the judge and the counsel 
follow some case already decided and regarded controlling. 
The keys these series reports the various courts are the digests. 
one, who not actually working with this material could con- 
voluminous has grown and the disease progressing 
rapidly.

many the cases reported might contain material value doctor 
who appear witness. But, the whole, this day 
specialization, will wise for physician leave the legal as- 
pects any situation the lawyer and particularly lawyer 
trained this branch practice.

physicians ever come into medical libraries for the purpose 
relaxation, such books would unquestionably prove most entertaining, 
they frequently present situations hinging medical testimony. 

The next great group material which the law library contains 
consists what known statute law. This comprises the 
enactments Congress and the various state legislatures, and the 
compilations, revisions and codifications thereof. previous re- 
marks the increasing volume reports decisions apply with 
added force here. The shelf space required for the annual accessions 
the session laws (as the annual statutes are known) simply 
appalling. very clear that would very foolish for the 
medical library attempt anything this direction. 

But there class books which more open question. 
These are the treatises text-books. impossible lay down 
any cast-iron rule, but speaking broadly, the medical library should 
specialize works the anatomical, physiological and therapeutic 
aspects accidents, mental and physical disease, drugs, poisons, post- 
mortems and the like—while the law library should contain the 
material covering the case and statute law and treatises relating not 
only what known substantive law, but also the trial 
cases and other aspects legal procedure. 

But there one over-lapping field medico-legal literature, 
viz.

Parenthetically, you will perhaps have noted that used the 
adjective recent. When first went into law library work, some twen- 
ty-five years ago, the inquiry was almost invariably for the best book 
subject. Now just regularly for the most recent book. 
The lawyer has face not only the changing conditions our pres- 
ent-day civilization, but the steady out-put decisions from the 
courts and the everlasting tinkering the legislative bodies—na- 
tional, state and local.

Libraries, well individuals must adjust themselves cir- 
cumstances, and will see their ideals affected the conditions un- 
der which they try realize those ideals.

general concrete let say that early its career The New York 
Public Library realized that even set out cover the whole 
field knowledge the task was inadvisable, not say impossible. 
The first guiding hand its helm was that Dr. John Shaw Bill- 
ings, whose competence, skill, wisdom, and experience the world 
books and libraries need demonstration before such audi- 
ence this. 

Instead trying here the field medicine what 
had already accomplished the Surgeon General’s Library Wash- 
ington Dr. Billings quickly decided leave cultivation the field 
medicine the library the Academy Medicine and the other 
medical institutions the neighborhood. 

This did not mean, however, that the Public Library was not 
buy single medical work. continued our subscriptions many 
the medical periodicals that had been our shelves for respec- 
table length time. When medicine left the purely technical side 
and reached into other realms, such health, for instance, 
saw had decided responsibility and collected anything 
print that touched that phase. too saw that anything touch- 
ing the medical life this city and this neighborhood had decided 
importance contribution local history, and continued 
collect that, even though the Academy might also have eye 
glancing that direction. general may said that leave 
the purely technical the special library and touch medical books 
when they get into the economic, social, and historical fields. Ex- 
perience the past thirty years has convinced the special libraries 
and the Publie Library the wisdom the course. 

But our commendation this plan has not the slightest intention 
urging its general adoption. can easily understand how the Bos- 
ton Public Library might also decide stay out the field med- 
ical books when the Boston Medical Library, Harvard, and the other 
special libraries the community cover the medical world well. 
can easily understand too why the Chicago Library can look 
with commendation the specializing this realm the John 
Crerar Library. But know several other cities where the local 
library realized that the medical profession had satisfac- 
tory centre research and offered its facilities for collecting and 
circulating books for physicians and surgeons. 

the medical special library developed can developed 
the public library may well stand aside. If, however, there 
special medical collection nor any immediate prospect then 
the emphatic duty and privilege the public library all can 
help the medical community collect and administer special library. 
The opportunity beckons loud here demonstrate how necessary 
the co-operation between the general library and the special collec- 
tion. Whether united separated administratively matter 
adjustment local conditions. That they should work together in- 
timately, gladly, consistently obvious not need voicing. 
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How successfully this accomplished will depend, many other 
phases human effort, largely the personalities the men 
charge the two institutions the men speaking for the general 
public and the medical fraternity. 


INTERRELATIONS MEDICAL AND UNIVERSITY 
LIBRARIES 


JAMES GEROULD 
Princeton University 


Medical libraries are two sorts, those planned for the use 
the practitioner, and those which have their primary purpose 
service the students and the research worker. Generally the latter 
class associated with some university, and with this sort 
library that, for good many years, was associated. was 
good fortune have good deal with the establishment the 
medical collections both the University Missouri and, later, 
the University Minnesota. 

When went Minneapolis 1906, the medical library con- 
sisted dozen more small groups books shelved the office 
the head professor the several departments. They all united 
saying that this was the only way successful medical library could 
conducted. Our first move was take small collection general 
journals and other books which none the departments wanted and 
put charge skilled medical bibliographer. Her work was 
successful that, year year, the departments asked have their 
collections incorporated with this general library. Anatomy and 
physiology were incorporated with the biological collections. When 
left, 1920, there were but two units, this biological collection and 
general collection containing the remainder the medical books. 
planned that time erect medical library building and 
unite the two; but when the University little later erected large 
library building, the Medical Faculty asked have all 
their books placed although was two blocks away from the 
medical buildings. understand that this plan has worked very well. 

There growing realization the fact that the medical man 
needs the broader background which may gain from more general 
culture. short time ago, one the leading American surgeons was 
asked the son old friend who wished study medicine, what 
course should pursue while doing his undergraduate work. 
replied advising the boy specialize English. Another distin- 
guished medical teacher said very recently that the future 
medicine lies The physicist will outline the larger prob- 
lems, the chemist will work them out, and the physician will give them 
their application. number years ago brilliant student, working 
under Ehrlich, undertook his suggestion, work out medical 
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problem. led him once into physical chemistry, but before 
had gone far with found that had have higher mathe- 
matics. The final result was the production Einfiihrung der 
Mathematik, which one the most illuminating mathematical 
studies. 

These are but examples the advantage that the medical man 
may derive from the university association. They might multiplied 
many times. 


MEDICAL LIBRARY EXCHANGE 


Round Table Discussion Conducted Frank Place the New York 
Academy Medicine 


Mr. Place, opening the discussion, remarked that ‘‘One the 
purposes the Association maintain further the interest 
the library exchange. The purpose two-fold, dispose material 
not needed and obtain books and volumes which need and 
yet perhaps cannot afford. hope you will talk rather seriously 
you have the past and give the benefit your ideas’’. 

Mr. Place then called Miss Marcia Noyes tell the early 
history the Exchange. Miss Noyes: ‘‘When the Association was 
first organized the main idea stressed was that much material was 
being lost the medical library world because the lack organi- 
zation for purposes exchange. Libraries were stocked with dupli- 
cate material and something had done conserve that material 
and place where the public might obtain it. The real reason for 
founding the Association was further the exchange material and 
salvage this mass material. did not exist year before the ex- 
change started Philadelphia. Later was transferred Balti- 
more. there any question about the early exchange would 
glad answer it. The original idea was have central clearing 
house but this has been outgrown for many years, course, and the 
present system outgrowth.’’ 

Miss Biethan was then called upon explain the system 
operating the Exchange. Miss Biethan summarized her work fol- 
lows: library which has material give the Exchange signifies 
desire so. This acknowledged and time suggested for 
The lists during the past two years have been sent 
various forms. Some are pencil, some typewritten, some cards, 
some have the title written out full, and some are abbreviated. 
typewritten list with correct abbreviations may given 
stenographer without editing. The form used the American Medi- 
Association easily available all and should used. For 
books the author’s last name, initials and date are sufficient identifica- 
tion. Accuracy and brevity should our aim. When lists are re- 
ceived they are edited. have been able have good, single spaced 
mimeographing done Edwards Brothers one dollar and ten 
cents per page. This does not include assembling and fastening. 
Fifteen sixteen pages can mailed for three cents more than 
twenty copies are mailed one time. Strong clasp envelopes are 
addressed the addressograph and mailed, one each library mem- 
ber, all the same mail. When the lists are returned (we allow six 
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weeks for checking) they are arranged according the size the 
libraries and checked order. Just word about checking! Please 
check plainly. list the material desired separate sheet 
easier check than the original list. will more accurate and 
can kept home. Mrs. Rosa Hibbard, Librarian Jack- 
son County Medical Library, offered material blanket list. That 
is: certain titles were offered, but detailed volumes and numbers 
were not given. Libraries asked direct for this material. After the 
lists have been checked another list titles made and under each 
title the library receiving material given left red with volumes 
and numbers following. 

For books use original list and assign red numbers the 
left. Numbers are, course, according the Key List. New mem- 
bers are given new numbers. Libraries distributing material are noti- 
fied new members and are also instructed shipping. 

Most material sent express, collect, marked Books, Value 
Not More Than Ten Dollars. Small packages can sent mail 
requesting postage refunded. Send everything Canada 
mail. Express held the Border. For large shipments long 
distances use freight, charging drayage library receiving material. 

Mrs. Rosa Hibbard stated that she some material, most 
the American Journals, which the Exchange might use.’’ She 
wished discourage individuals building libraries but wanted 
have central place for the information. She stated that she 
could not estimate the value the Exchange her little library. 
She suggested resolution appoint committee with school, city, 
and larger library representatives it. question was asked 
whether the material could given individuals not. The 
answer was that seems logical supply the individuals after the 
libraries are served. Dr. Malloch stated that individuals were 
receive books and periodicals only after the libraries did not want 
them. was announced that the early lists that went out stated that 
this was peculiarly altruistic movement and that the material was 
placed where could serve permanent source informa- 
tion. Miss Biethan stated that was possible ask for material 
twice. suggestion was made revise the By-Laws that individ- 
uals could get some benefit. There seem very few disgruntled 
people. suggestion was made that individuals should not receive 
any material since too much clerical work was involved. was 
stated that some lists were very poorly checked. Those who check 
early should have the preference. Mr. Robert suggested that was 
unnecessary wait six weeks and that three weeks ought the 
limit. suggestion was made that the Association send out dupli- 
cate list, keep one copy and send the other the Exchange. How- 
ever, was mentioned that this would not obviate the difficulty 
understanding what was wanted. Miss Biethan suggested that 
note made that material had been requested before. She stated 
that all lists are sent the same mail. suggestion was made that 
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the new libraries educated not fill their shelves with different 
editions books. was suggested that the lists itemized cards, 
not sheets. would better list the items separately rather 
than many numbers different volumes and dispose the 
material immediately. 

The question was asked about buying material. was stated 
that you start using the Exchange and then buy and sell, you take 
things out the Exchange’s hands. library may sell some things 
dispose them. The negotiations have carried the 
Library but the Exchange might carry the information. Dr. Malloch 
expressed the fear that this would occupy two-thirds the lists 
encouraged the exchange lists. said that seemed unfair that 
the larger libraries should get first choice but that the Academy did 
not get very much material. 

Miss Biethan stated that her experience had been that libraries 
had not been all mercenary. where offer was made 
pay the libraries for material, many times was sent without charge. 
suggestion was made that advertising done the Bulletin. 
you ask for material for duplicate library, state the fact. Ask even 
you not get the material. was stated that some problems 
the Exchange are being settled the way things have worked out 
the past few years. storehouse would ideal, but, because 
the cost, this impossible the present time. Miss Biethan said that 
lists which were abbreviated could mimeographed half the 
space. Mr. Place said that wanted approach the ideal. Mr. 
Ballard disagreed with former speaker that individual libraries 


should discouraged. ‘‘The general library cannot specialize 


fairness its clientele but the individual collector always specializes 
and should encouraged build his collection and then present 
the large public library where will available all who seek 
its knowledge. you cannot buy material try get your town 
with the hope that will eventually become part your library. 
individuals didn’t specialize the Academy couldn’t have the won- 
derful Streeter collection, the University Michigan would with- 
out the Pilcher library, John Crerar without the Senn collection, and 
the Boston Medical Library would not own the marvelous Bullard 
and 16th century books, the Storer medals, the Oliver 
Wendell Holmes library anatomical the Kennedy English 
imprints, the Martin vaccination collection, the Kobert collection 
pharmacology and toxicology, complete and important that many 
the books are not contained German public libraries, and others. 
Where would without the Osler library, the Wood manu- 
scripts? One could on, almost indefinitely, citing cases where the 
individual has, his interest getting together private library, 
greatly enriched the public libraries and his community.’’ 

Mr. Ballard then spoke his plan designating large regional 
libraries throughout the country serve repositories for all medi- 
cal literature which the State libraries would subordinated. The 
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working collections hospitals, clinics, government offices, medical 
schools would subordinate the State libraries. Such classifica- 
tion and co-ordination would result the saving many dollars and 
would away with much unnecessary duplication. Mr. Ballard 
explained the Exchange rule regarding distribution material and 
stated that, his opinion, was the only fair method distribu- 
tion. The rule based the reasonable theory that the larger the 
library, the less material requires, and the smaller the library, the 
more takes from the Exchange. the large library receive 
anything must have first choice material. The large library 
should, normally, give ten times what receives.

Miss Members the Medical Library Association: The 
large number questions which have makes unwise for 
take your time with long preliminary speech. going make 
few suggestions regarding the answers the questions and then 
read the questions, because they are all general interest relating 
the three special types libraries. believe the particular value 
having the question box that many the librarians are isolated. 
They are places distant from large centers, where the librarian 
the only medical librarain that state that particular region. 
This interchange ideas well have because all have our 
troubles. great many medical librarians are people who are un- 
trained and inexperienced. They were shot into the libraries some 
emergency, not intending follow library work career. They 
went for the relief some pending situation and for that reason 
the salaries were low and they did not have the opportunity visiting 
the North and East where the larger centers are located get obser- 
vation, experience and training. for meetings, travelling expenses 
are not paid, and, because salaries are low, they cannot afford come 
long distances. 

Many the questions are elementary. Those who have wider 
experience and longer observation, more training, and, perhaps, more 
talent, take these questions kindly and answer them with due con- 
sideration. Your particular solution the problem under considera- 
tion may well worked out some other library. The solution 
one library may not suit another library. Give your experience and 

not set down absolute. should prefer that not have 
argument the questions, but discussion. Present your ideas and 
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then let the other fellow work them out. order use our time 
well, because have different questions, make your suggestions 
brief and sum them up. going read the questions and you 
not respond promptly shall call you name because have 
you all listed and the particular groups which you belong. 

One question that has been asked great many times the ques- 
tion the departmental libraries universities. Are they good 
are they bad? Those you who have had experience departmental 
libraries should tell what your experience has been and how worked 
out. This comes from librarian who having solve that particu- 
lar problem order keep her library going right. Mr. Robert, 
told her thought you had had experience that line. 


Mr. Columbia had seven eight departmental 
libraries and combined them into one. The librarian charge 
has made good promises order combine them the Faculty 
members still think they ought have departmental libraries. The 
idea experiment, promises service, they call for several 
volumes delivered their rooms page service. best for 
the administrative department, you can have more titles and not 
many duplicates. 


Mr. have not had any personal experience 
own library but wish state that the University Rochester, 
New York, you can get the last word regarding the departmental 
library. The Dean there determined that there should depart- 
mental libraries, everything being combined the central library. 
you will write Dr. Whipple Mr. Gilchrist you will get some 
interesting information. 


Dr. Our library not connected with any teaching 
institution and does not have any departments but has access 
special ophthalmological collections the Eye and Ear Infirmary. 
The Academy Medicine Northern New Jersey maintains li- 
brary and its catalog are indexed all the material the Eye Col- 
lection housed the Infirmary. This collection administered 
the Academy whose members have full access its resources. 


Mrs. CUNNINGHAM: thought might interesting tell 
about the Vanderbilt Medical school. The Dean and Committee de- 
cided against departmental libraries. There was heated discussion 
but was felt that the disadvantages were far overruled the ad- 
vantages central library. appears working out nicely. 
There are departmental libraries. 


Miss Beem: The next question for discussion ‘‘How should 
periodicals and serials arranged for the most convenient use un- 
trained help? 

Miss think that all current and bound periodicals 
should arranged strict alphabetical order. 


Mr. How you care for additions your list? 
Miss They are placed their proper order. 


Mr. easy enough say ‘‘place them order’’ 
but sometimes impossible so. large library receiving 
800 1500 periodicals with all space filled, with new accessions every 
month impossible adhere the strict alphabetical arrangement 
without moving most the periodicals when the new ones are placed 
the boxes. the Boston Medical Library the current periodicals 
are arranged alphabetical order. The periodical pockets are num- 
bered. The periodicals are cataloged and the pocket number placed 
the card. This number also placed all periodicals they 
are checked the continuation cards, which also bear the pocket 
numbers. The card catalog kept the periodical room where 
may consulted all persons desiring the periodicals. New ac- 
cessions are placed supplementary file and are numbered and 
and the cards are then filed the current periodical cata- 
log and the continuation file. 

This system can used any child who can read numbers, and 
consequently the best adapted for the use inexperienced help. 
The reference assistant the circulation desk can give number, say 
42, young boy girl, having knowledge languages 
medicine, and that child will bring from the periodical room what 
found pocket 42, matter Russian, Yiddish, Chinese, 
Japanese. The language immaterial, the subject immaterial, all 
that needed the correct number. The saving time great 
the time needed simply what required get the periodical 
room and back. The periodicals are easily replaced each number 
periodical has its own pocket number the cover con- 
spicuous place. the periodical room the transient reader easily 
finds the periodicals with the aid the catalog and the habitué soon 
learns the location his favorites. 

the stack the periodicals and serials are arranged alphabeti- 
cally except that the Society and institutional publications are kept 
together separate alphabet near the reading room for convenience. 
our projected new eleven story stack with telephone and teletype 
communication and constant stack attendance are planning some 
radical innovations. The periodicals and serials will arranged 
alphabetical order and maintained, but, addition, each will 
given serial number. will necessary use letters for new 
additions but even this will simplify the work and shorten the time 
the books and make possible the employment unskilled 
help 

person can call over the telephone write the key-board 
much easier than the following titles; Archiv fiir die gesamte 
Psychologie, Archiv fiir die hollandischen zur Natur 
und Heilkunde, Archiv fur mikroskopische Anatomie, 42. 
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The current periodicals are removed from free access and 
placed the stack adjacent the new reading room under the con- 
trol periodical clerk who will have charge the periodicals from 
the time they arrive the mail until they are returned from the 
bindery and transferred the shelf department. They will have 
called for the same manner bound volume pamphlet. 
This will safeguard the valuable and expensive foreign publications. 

the Boston Medical Library primarily reference library 
where little, any, done, possible adopt meth- 
ods conducive speedy service. ‘‘browsing’’ considered desir- 
able periodical literature shall open new pasture the Mem- 
bers Lounge where there will selection interesting books for 
light reading. 


Mr. Dickinson: May mere reader speak? For would 
enormous convenience journals could grouped specialties. 
can look through some journals instead the very confusing 
manner picking out the names the different titles learning 
exactly where those journals are, would great advantage. 
habit has been arrange one day week which library jour- 
nal reviews and thus learn degrees where the journals are. 
one who not the habit doing his own work anywhere but 
library great assistance him have the subject grouping. 
may not practical for you librarians but would enormous 
advantage us. 

May ask why you arrange your books the library shelf 
subjects and not your journals? 


Miss that point, have catalog for classified books 
which gives the author entry and one can find them through both 
author and subject this means, while the periodicals are not always 
fully cataloged that way. have worked library which has 
been arranged both ways turn. The old State library was classi- 
fied and the journals both bound and unbound arranged the classi- 
fied order instead alphabetically. With constantly changing un- 
trained help the service was very slow and most unsatisfactory. The 
physicians themselves never knew where look for subject under 
its classified number they were classified number. Therefore, 
when the library was reorganized the arrangement was changed 
the strictly alphabetical and, far own experience goes, 
more satisfactory. Another objection arranging class that 
many journals deal with more than one subject that impossible 
classify without overlapping and here again, one must refer 
card get the subject. The easiest way place the ma- 
terial alphabetical order. Libraries should always arranged 
with room for expansion. There should fixed locations and 
space must left for new accessions some shifting inevitable. 


Mr. FRANKENBERGER: Kings County the present time 
are following out the old system. Periodicals are arranged lan- 


guages and our current material somewhat along the same line. 
have card index current periodicals arranged subject that 
specialist can look over our list which arranged alphabetically and 
title and encounter little difficulty finding what needs. 
this index every periodical received the Library listed and any 
one easily accessible although all are not assembled the same 
place. For the benefit some our societies which are interested 
the upkeep literature have prepared typewritten list all 
periodicals received currently and this has been sent out the mem- 
bers the societies that they might know what periodicals were 
the Library. 


Miss Beem: you find that this method helpful your new 
assistants and that the arrangement languages facilitates their 
shelving 


Mr. think does. not know how 
would with other arrangements. has been our experience that 
once worker learns where the sections begin they have great dif- 
ficulty finding their references. Regarding the strictly alphabetical 
system, own feeling that were going into larger building 
would use the alphabetical. 


Miss Originally had our journals arranged lan- 
guages but since they have been rearranged alphabet find the 


new method much more successful and easier operation. Dr. 
Dickinson remarked about arrangement subject, undoubtedly, for 
the reader, that arrangement ideal, but large libraries have con- 
sider the handling the material and they are obliged arrange 
the manner best for them. 


Miss Miss Ophiils has asked this question What you 
with changed titles?’’ That is, titles changed the middle 
volume, the middle series. have had that question 
several times. 


Miss There are two ways caring for that problem: either 
follow one title the other and put dummy the place the 
original title separate them under their alphabet and use dummy 
the other part the set.

Miss Beem: What you with series which have other 
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divisions—Abteilung Are they arranged altogether under 
the main title are they arranged under their subtitle? 


Miss The journals are all arranged under the main title 
with cross references. 


Miss those libraries which use the alphabetical 
arrangement that method all right, but libraries which use the 
subject arrangement, the current issues these divided journals are, 
course, under subject. After the volume bound have bound 
with the specific title. That, naturally, separates the whole into 
specific titles. Bound material arranged according division. 
Each division shelved with its own subject. 


Miss have another question which relates that 
slightly: How does one for the varied sizes supplements 
special numbers foreign periodicals reference supplements 
and supplements which are not indexed the journal with which 
they come? They are not included the quarterly cumulative and 
for all practical purposes the material these supplements lost. 
They are issued for some purpose, doubt, but there finding 
them after the book shelved put away. The question binding 
also comes in. Where should they placed? The sizes are different 
and are often variance with the size the journal with which they 
come.

Miss West: Why not catalog them and bind them with the set 
with which they come. Would catalog take care it? 


Miss matter routine catalog any material which 
does not appear catalog journal index. part the 
magazine bound with it, separate, treated such.

THE ARRANGEMENT PAMPHLETS THE NEW YORK ACADEMY

Unbound material received the Library, daily, separated 
into two groups, pamphlets and periodicals. The periodicals are sent 
the periodical room for distribution and the pamphlets the work 
room. 

Those which are reprints are arranged author, and filed, 
searched. Until catalogued these are available for lending and there- 
save wear and tear bound volumes journals. 

The pamphlets which are not reprints are searched, and then 
given the cataloguers, duplicates being discarded. All those over 
one hundred pages, are bound the Library bookmender, stiff 
board, with cloth backs, marked with white ink and placed 
classes. 

Pamphlets are divided into two sizes; those that cannot cut 
fit boxes 614 inches, are marked ‘‘quarto and laid 
flat large boxes the stacks, and each pamphlet, both and 8°, 
placed alphabetically, the main entry word the catalogue. 

the Report the League Nations traffic opium, catalogued 
author and subject, with much care every book. 

order identify quickly given pamphlet writer 
many—we use ordinary blank book for accessioning. that 
member borrowing fifteen twenty pamphlets has only write the 
main entry word and its number. have now 106,554 octavo and 
7500 quarto pamphlets and reprints catalogued and find them very 
valuable part our library. 


Miss Are your subject and author entries filed the 
general catalog? 


Mrs. Yes, just they were books. separate the 
author’s catalog from the subject catalog. think several other li- 
braries have tried the same thing. There one other matter addi- 
tion: have trouble about differences size. There are two sizes: 
pamphlets are cut down much possible fit the boxes; anything 
larger placed special prepared cardboard box. sizes are 
sufficient.

Dr. Completely bound material placed separate 
section the stack under ‘‘Theses’’. The separate ones are octavo 
pamphlets, large they are placed with the quarto pamphlets. Since 
receive many old theses hope segregate them, have them 
bound, and group them ‘‘Theses’’ the stack. 


Miss Miss Doe, have you anything add? Miss Doe 
made point the other day showing the file these pamphlets 
and reprints: that the value keeping the reprints, especially re- 
prints from journals the library, that circulates more material, 
keeps the bound volumes the library and makes more possible 
disseminate knowledge. Through the means these reprints, wear 
and tear the bound volumes avoided. any case, suggest 
that you see the arrangement they have made, and talk with the 
people who use them.

Miss have approximately four methods for the care 
pamphlets and reprints. Here chance for some person

Miss have the fourth floor but never 
throw reprints away. They are not cataloged, but simply arranged 
the shelf alphabetically. They are useful emergencies. have 
neither time nor people cataloging, but they are available. 


Miss add what Miss Noyes stated: have not 
had time anything about reprints. have kept ours arranged 
alphabetically vertical file. Thus, any reprint under subject 
and subject heading from the Index Medicus without cataloging. 
The subject heading written pamphlets, not reprints. This 
for small library but works and makes material available. 


Miss Texas keep our pamphlets, but not 
those indexed the Index Medicus. mark them they 
are the catalog. Those not indexed are cataloged author and 
subject. have found this way very satisfactory.

MEDICAL LIBRARY 


JAMES BALLARD 
Director, Boston Medical 


The Medical Library Association was organized 1898 under 
the name the Association Medical Librarians. Its objectives were 
two-fold: the fostering medical libraries and the maintenance 
exchange for its members. 

For thirty years the principal work the Association has been 
the carrying the Exchange which has never ceased although 
its method operation has changed from time time. 

The primary membership the Association one Libraries 
organizations. Each member library must have least 500 vol- 
umes, regular hours and Librarian. The present library member- 
ship about 110 and constantly increasing. All the large 
libraries the United States and Canada are members. The size 
ranges from 350,000 volumes 700 volumes. There also support- 
ing membership composed physicians and other persons interested 
medical libraries. The library members have full privileges 
the Association, each one being entitled two voting representatives. 

The present dues are $10 for libraries and for individuals. 

The Exchange under the sole management the Executive 
Committee which composed three delegates member libraries 
elected large, and considered important that separate sec- 
tion the By-Laws has with provisions for its management. 

The provisions are follows: 


THE EXCHANGE 


Chapter The management and location the Exchange shall 
determined the Executive Committee who shall have direction 
its affairs (Article III, Chapter Sec. 2). 

Chapter Libraries shall given precedence the disposal 
the material for exchange accordance with their size, the largest 
library being given first choice. 

Chapter member shall make application for exchange 
material, such exchange material duplicate what that member 
owns the time said application made. Violation this rule 
shall cause for expulsion from the Association. 

Chapter After all library members have been given the oppor-

tunity draw from the Exchange such material may offered, 
the individual members the Association shall entitled draw 
from the remaining stock, precedence being given the order 
which applications are received, distribution being made equitable 
possible. 

Chapter material acquired the Exchange shall sold 
otherwise disposed outside the membership the Association 
until after has been offered the members and has not been 
applied for them within reasonable length time. 


Libraries are given preference accordance with their size 
the theory that the larger libraries need much less material than the 
smaller libraries and give much more material the Exchange. 

The present plan operation follows: 

The Executive Committee appoints Manager who operates the 
Exchange under the direction the Executive Committee through 
its Chairman. The members list their duplicate material and send 
the lists the Manager. The material then mimeographed and 
list sent out every six weeks. The libraries check the lists and re- 
turn them the Manager who then assigns the material according 
the size the libraries. The Libraries having the material are 
then notified the assignments and they ship the material the 
libraries designated the Manager. There also maintained 
New York depository where material may sent Eastern 
libraries who cannot keep their shelves. This material sorted 
and listed New York, the lists being sent the Manager and 
after assignation the material distributed from New York. The 
question establishing other depositories the West and the South 
and the Pacific coast now being considered seriously. 

The expense operating the Exchange during the year 1926- 
1927 was approximately $1000.

Many you who have been accustomed the form the old 
Index Medicus must have regrets its passing while those who 
have been reared Reader’s Guide rejoice the change form 
and the elimination Roman numerals the new Quarterly Cumu- 
lative Index Medicus. All long for the impossible would 
like pick the best points Reader’s Guide, the International, the 
Agricultural, Industrial, Engineering, and many other indexes, and 
incorporate them our medical Index. matter how small the 
library, there often definite need for complete bibliography and 
the Librarian hankers for single book that will answer his needs. 
Even the Librarian complete library would scarcely scorn such 
tool. The Librarian struggles find addresses publishers 
foreign periodicals, not mention trying find the subscription 
price. Often information wanted about new publication which 
cannot located. 

looking through the files the Bulletin this Association 
many suggestions for medical bibliographical aids are found. an- 
notated list new books contemplated the Boston Medical Li- 
brary. list current medical periodicals has been suggested 
well lists best books given subjects for certain groups 
readers. These projects indicate gaps the field. Could these omis- 
sions met one publication? 

Finally, there seems feeling that the medical indexes could 
improved. The Round Table Discussion for the expression 
this feeling and for the suggestions changes. are attain 
definite aims must devise means that are practical and within the 
range financial possibility.

Four the libraries represented this Committee were the four 
largest the country and each had its own special classification 
yet the members the Committee were unanimous recommending 
the Boston Medical Library classification the Association. Dr. 
Garrison his annual address attention the im- 
portance distinguishing between what called subject classifica- 
tion and shelf classification. The ideal classification knowledge 
not necessarily the best one for library purposes. Its completeness 
alone makes unsuitable for shelf classification. The classifier has 
with books they are written and cannot hope rival the 
which the one library tool which can make available 
classified form the total resources library. with shelf classi- 
fication that librarians are principally concerned. Classification has 
for its object the bringing together, far possible, books, mono- 
graphs and pamphlets given subject, bearing mind that, al- 
though impossible place together the shelves all the material 
the library relating given subject, complete list what the 
library has offer any subject can always found the 
catalog. Subject bibliography well cared for the modern sys- 
tems cataloging where one can indulge minute analysis and make 
many cards are necessary properly catalog the contents 
any particular The Committee during its studies 


formulated certain principles which should the sine non 
good medical classification. The following quotation from the report 
the Committee embodies these principles: ‘‘A good classification 
scheme should understandable and simple possible. should 
broad scope, and yet elastic, permitting extension without 
dismemberment, and capable being skeletonized. should 
logical arrangement and adaptable simple, uniform notation, 
which should easy read, write and understand. Notation and 
classsification are closely related, and dependent considerable 
extent each other. When the classification too minute, the nota- 
tion becomes too complicated and very apt misread the 
public. well remember that cataloging and classification are 
the means used place before the public the resources the library, 
and this respect simplicity decidedly The Boston 
Medical Library classification was first printed the Bulletin the 
Medical Association, January 1918, Vol. No. The 
second edition was published the Boston Medical Library 1925 
and 215 copies have been sold date.

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MINUTES THE THIRTY-FIRST ANNUAL MEETING 
THE MEDICAL LIBRARY ASSOCIATION HELD 
NEW YORK ACADEMY MEDICINE 


SEPTEMBER 5-7, 1928 


Headquarters were established the New York Academy Med- 
icine Wednesday morning, September 5th. Following the regis- 
tration members and guests the President, Dr. Archibald Malloch, 
Librarian the New York Academy Medicine opened the session 
and introduced Dr. Linsly Williams, Director the Academy, who 
welcomed the Association the Academy behalf its Council 
and trustees.

Miss Cameron was appointed Chairman the Publication 
Committee, with Dr. MacDermot and two others named 
Miss Cameron members the Committee. was voted that 
the subscription price the Bulletin $2.00 per volume for the 
and $3.00 for foreign countries. Single copies $1.00. 

was voted conduct active campaign for new members, 
both library and individual. Miss Sue Biethan was re-appointed Man- 
ager the Exchange and was voted send out eight exchange 
lists during the year intervals six weeks and make distribu- 
tions every six weeks, thus allowing sufficient time for checking the 
lists. 


EXCHANGE 


the report the Executive Committee for 1926-27, was 
noted, that due delay organization, the work the Exchange 
did not get under way until after January and that lists were then 
issued every two weeks and that members were supposed check 
immediately and return, left out the distributions. 

intimated that report that the distribution was too rapid 
and that libraries returned their reports too late included 
the distribution. was also stated that the press work put upon 
the Manager the Exchange such continuous effort constituted 
hazard her health. 

Executive Committee considered these various factors and 
decided try the experiment sending out the lists regular 


intervals six weeks and this method has proven very satisfactory 
during the past year. The Executive Committee has not received 
single written protest against the six weeks period. The Chairman 
your Committee received verbal protest from former member 
the Executive Committee but this was primarily individualistic 
protest and could not given serious consideration your Com- 
mittee, which has consider the interests the Association mem- 
bers whole. 

Miss Biethan has issued nine lists during the past year 
comparatively small cost the Association but fair say that 
the Association cannot expect always carry the work the 
Exchange under such favorable conditions. Great credit due 
Miss Biethan for her loyal interest and efficiency. 

During the past June, the Chairman your Executive Com- 
mittee visited Miss Biethan Ann Arbor and spent the best part 
day examining and discussing the methods the Exchange. 
Your Chairman found the work being conducted exemplary 
manner, was strongly impressed with the difficulties the work and 
agreed with Miss Biethan that some positive regulations for the 
guidance members listing material for the Exchange should 
formulated and put into effect for next year’s work.

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 


Title, Object and Membership 


Chapter This Association shall called the Medical Library 
Association. 

Chapter Its object shall the fostering medical libraries 
and the maintenance exchange medical literature among its 
members. 

Chapter Medical libraries not less than 500 volumes and 
with regular library hours and attendance, medical librarians, and 
other persons interested medical libraries shall eligible mem- 
bership. Applicants for membership, upon being unanimously ap- 
proved the Executive Committee, shall entitled all the bene- 
fits membership from the time they pay their annual dues, their 
election ratified the Association its following annual meet- 


ing. 
ARTICLE 


Dues 


Chapter The annual dues shall $10.00 for each library 
membership and $5.00 for each individual membership. 

Chapter the annual dues are not paid the Treasurer be- 
fore the end the fiscal year each delinquent member shall con- 
sidered arrears dues and shall suspended from all the 
privileges membership the Association. Members thus suspended 
may reinstated only upon the payment all dues for which they 
are arrears and with the approval the Executive Committee.

The Officers and their Duties 


Chapter The officers the Association shall President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, Executive Committee, 
and Finance Committee.

Section shall the duty the Treasurer receive all 
monies and funds belonging the Association. shall pay all 
bills when ordered the Executive Committee and countersigned 
the President. 

Section shall present each member promptly the be- 
ginning each year bill annual dues, and shall demand 
payment least twice while such bills are unpaid. the end 
each fiscal year shall present the Executive Committee for action, 
list all members arrears dues stated Article II, Chap- 
ter the Constitution and By-Laws.
